Senator Cummins' announcement 
that he would hold hearings on the 
transportation act to ascertain how 
the law may be amended so that the 
living wage principle would be made 
clear, was received as decidedly fav- 
orable to peace, both by rail heads 
and strike leaders.

used hand grenades freely.

This correspondent has been given 


an authoritative outline of the miners' 
position which would seem to Indicate 
that if -Mr. Harding will . assemble a 
joint conference of minors representa- 
tives and operators o£ the old central 
competitive field and propose as he 
did once before that th« miners re- 
turn to work at the old wage scale un- 
til next April or thereabouts pending 
a commission's inquiry, the proposal 
would be immediately accepted by 
the miners. 


Miners officials who did not wish to 


be quoted at this time but those whose 
views are absolutely final in tbsir 
own headquarters pointed out thai? 
the president in reality has never 
brought to "Washington enough oper- 
ators to embrace the union fields and 
that in dealing with A, M. Ogle, presi- 
dent of the National Coal Associa- 
tion, Mr. Harding was in reality in 
contact only with a small group of op- 
erators who reflect the viewpoint of 
the non-union coal fields. 


SEEK NEW PARLEY 


The miners state positively that 


President Harding has really had no 
contact with the majority of the oper- 
ators of the union fields who desire to 
negotiate for an immediate return of 
the miners on the old scale of wages. 
The arbitration proposal was rejected 
chiefly because it did not embrace 
enough of the operators from union 
fields let alone the non-union districts. 


What is sought now by the miners 


is a conference of operators from the 
central competitive field or a nation- 
al conference of all the operators. 
Mr. Harding, they say, hag received 
acceptances of his arbitration propos- 
al from an unrepresentative group of 
operators. Fully 130,000,000. tons of 
CM!, are m'ned In d'stricls. whose op- 
Sators declined to accept -the arbi- 
tration. 


As for the suggestion that coal will 


be mined if troops are sent to the coal 
fl-slds to protect the strikebreakers, 
this is flouted as the height of absurd- 
ity by union officials. 
"There are 


315,000 men on strike in Pennsylvania 
alone" said the miners' officials, "and 
even if on* thousand mines were sur- 
rounded, the amount of coal that 
would be mined would be infinitesimal. 
The surest way to keep union miners 
from going back to work is to send 
troops to the mines." 


QUESTION UNSETTLED 


So tlvs practical side of the question 


is still unsettled. If the government 
took over the mines and agreed to 
pay the old scale of wages, the miners 
would go back in a jiffy. They argues 
that they want to deal with a single 
body or at least with a group whose 
policy will be uniform. Government 
operation would render • simple any 
wage scale negotiation at the govern- 
ment's word would be back of the 
agreement. 
The administration here 


doesn't want to get Into the coal min- 
ing business. 
Mr. Harding's nsxt 


move, of course, Is to protect miners 
who will work but after a lapse or a 
short time the futility of this will be 
realized, because the nation's coal sup- 
ply will not be visibly InersasedN 
That's why the miners insist that 
Mr. Harding can settle the strike by 
addressing invitations not to one man 
or one small group but to the operat- 
ors in every one of th* thirty-five 
mining districts, so that miners and 
operators can negotiate directly.

Report Best Business 


Since Slump of 1920 


Improvement Has Been Con- 


stant and Steady for Sever- 
al Months—Mills Are Em- 
ploying Full Crews and Or- 
ders Are Increasing. 


With demand brisk, prices stable 


and confidence reasserting itself, con 
dltlons in the paper industry of the 
Fox river valley are the best since 
the trade depression of 1920-1921. 


There are indications that improve- 


ment will continue in the paper mar- 
ket, and that the time is not far dis 
tant when buying for stock will re- 
place,, the present hand-to-mouth pol 
icy of Jobbsrs and printers. 


This cheerful situation Is not some- 


thing that has sprung Into being over- 
night among the valley mills. It Is a 
new plane of stability that is the out 
growth of a slow but steady marcn 
toward normal times. The paper in- 
dustry, like all business, was "very 
sick" from the disease called inflation, 
and its recovery has been gradual. 


DEMAND FOR PRINT 


Improvement of business in general 


has helped the paper Industry, and a 
good volume at advertising for the 
fall season has helped stimulate the 
paper demand. Jobbers, while ultra- 
conservative in anticipation of tneir 
needs, have placed some substantial 
orders. 


Virtually a normal condition is 


manifesting Itself in ths newsprint 
business. The demand has grown to 
a point whet» it equals the production. 


Writing papers also are having a 


heavy run of orders. There has been 
an improvement in the book and wrap- 
ping paper business, but the gain Is 
not so pronounced as In the news- 
print and writing fields. 


MANY RUSH ORDERS 


Almost every mill in the valley is 


operating: on a full production basis. 
The output Is not 100 per cent, how- 
ever, as there is loss of time and ca- 
pacity because of the necessity of 
changing machines 
constantly 
for 


different sizes, kinds and weights of 
paper. 
The orders are mostly for 


short-time supply and mills cannot 
arrange their production to keep their

There has been a good deal of talk to 


the effect that the issue of the shop strike 
'tis between the labor board and the men. 
The railroads have been particular to 
: take this view. It is not. however, the 
•view of the labor board itself, for it has 
proposed a conference between union offi- 
cials and railroad executives to debate 
the wage decision handed down by the 
board. 
The executives decline to enter 


such a conference until the strikers have 
returned to work, holding that any other

THE RENTED BATHING SUIT A 


MENACE 


In these days of individual drinking 


i cups, paper towels, and other contrivanc- 
es for individual service to prevent thf 
spread of infection, it is surprising that 


iDstitution of the rented bathing suit 


still flourishes like a green bay tree. This 
menacing custom of putting next to one's 
body a garment whoso democratic tenden- 
cies have made its character promiscuous, 
to say the least, is a relic of the days whrti 
hygiene was a mystery to be closeted only 
with men of science, and had no more ap- 
peal to the public than Chinese meta- 
physics. 


When we consider tlw powers vested in 


our boards of health, the means placed at 
their command to check infection, or even 
the threat of infection of any sort, their 
failure to bring about concerted 
action 


against the rented bathing suit is surpris- 
ing. A board of health may quarantine a 
man and make him prisoner in his own 
home- for weeks. 
It may interfere with 


the schediiles of rains and ocean going 
vessels. 
It may close schools, theatres, 


and churches, at the eliglirest evidence of 
danger. But no universal action has yet 
been taken against the insanitary rented 
bathing suit. 


The habitual renter lays out, enough 


during a season to purchase a suit of his 
own, so that the rented suit cannot be de- 
fended even on a basis of economy. The 
occasion renter who leaves his suit at 
home, or goes in bathing once in a great 
while, takes a big chance on every such 
occasion. The low price at. which a good. 
serviceable bathing suit can be bought, 
places it within the reach of practically 
everyone. This, added to the fact that 
the owner of a suit has the satisfaction 
of looking better, feeling more comfor- 
table and knowing that his garment is 
clean and sanitary, makes the widespread 
use of the rented bathing suit doubly in- 
comprehensible.

curity. Furthermore, they are asking for 
assistance from countries which, with the 
possible exception of Great Britain, are 
unable to balanr-e their budgets.

give up communism, and financial aid 
would only serve to prolong it. 
The so- 


viet has been tottering for some time and 
has been able to remain in power only 
through Trotsky's red army.

N7ot un- 
til Russia changes her political ways can 
she secure credit or that development of 
her resources which is e??e.ntial to her 
prosperity and which will hr- undertaken 
by capital only when its investments are 
secure.

SITNBURV. TAN AND FRECKLES 


Among the unpurchasable blessings enjoyed by 


the barefoot boy, trlth cheeks of tan, reckon a 
perfect metabolism and a complete quota of ery 
throcytes (as we have now decided to call the red 
blood corpuscles, so readers won't think they're 
reading a novel) as tied for first. 
A coat of tan 


is of no great importance in Itself except as an in 
dlcator. 
It indicates that the lucky wearer has 


been taking very good treatment 
for whatever 


ailed him. Tuberculosis of any part of the bodv? 
Anemia? Insomnia? The willies-? Obstinate or non- 
healing wound, sinus, sore or surface infection 
Rickets? Rheumatiz? Skin cancer? 
Sunlight is 


good for it. 


A stitch of clothing or a sunshade or an ounce 


of cold cream or zinc ointment judiciously applied 
as prevention Is better than a pound of bandages 
or healing lotions as treatment of sunburn. Per 
sons unaccustomed to exposure, with 
sensitive 


skin, should take very small doses of 
sunlight 


and gradually increase the amount and duration 
of exposure day by day. In order to achieve a 
normal coat of tan without suffering sunburn. In 
the treatment of tuberculosis of glands, 
bones, 


lungs or other structures. It is customary to ex 
pose only the legs for five minutes three times the 
first day. the legs and thighs five minutes and the 
legs alone ten minutes the second day, legs, thighs 
and forearms five minutes and legs' and thighs 
ten minutes and legs 15 minutes the third day. 
and so on. 
Take a cue 'from this 
conservative 


tanning program and save yourself from the dis- 
comforts of sunburn. 


Tam once achieved will remain as long as ex- 


posure to sunlight is kept up and will fade only 
when exposure is diminished or avoided altogether 
or In the altogether as the case may be. It Is 
futile to imagine that any application will remove 
tan from the skin or appreciably hasten its disap- 
pearance. 
Tan is a deposit of pigment In the skin 


and is no more removable by "bleaches" than is 
the Ethiopian co'.or. 
Some of us freckfe freely and furiously 
with 


moderate unaccustomed exposure to the sun and 
then lose 'em again as promptly when the outing 
is over. 
Others keep their freckles for a long 


time, once they've gathered a crop. With tender 
care a flourishing freckle crop may he preserved 
^0 years or more. Red headed persons or persons 
so "inclined freckle most impetuously. 
Freckles 


may be removed in but one way, by causing de- 
squamation or peeling of the skin. Even after that 
they are likely to return with the slightest ex- 
posure to sunlight. Lotions or salves thus used 
:o remove freckles are too irritating to recom- 
mend here, most freckle remedies containing rath- 
er danserou-s quantities of mercury to bring about 
the essential peeling of the skin. 


The very liberal use of talcum powder and cold 


cream or zinc oxide ointment as a protective for 
the skin is advisable when some extraordinary ex- 
posuro is to be guarded against, as a mountain 
climbing expedition or a sail over the water. For 
the relief of severe sunburn dressings of zinc ox- 
de ointment or boric acid ointment are good. For 
mild sunburn fresh cold cream or the calamine lo- 
tion commonly used in hives and other itching 
skin troubles may be dabbed on frequently.

Germany 


might be militarily neutralized. 


"2. The evacuation of the occupied 


zone by the allied troops after a mod- 
ification of the status of the Rhine 
district. 


"3. The restitution to Germany of 


the Saar region after a rectification of 
frontier which would give us the Sanr 
district* which belonged to France in 
1789 and in 18814 and which were tak- 
en from the French in 1815, it being 
understood that the exploitation of 
Saar mines would profit France until 
the restoration of our mines fci the 
North was completed. 


"4. The restitution 
to 
Germany 


with Poland's consent, of the old tree 
town of Danzig 
where the Poles 


would keep a free port and a narrow 
zone on the coast between Danzig 
and Prussian Pomerania. 


"5. Suppression of the most favored 


nation clause In favor of France in 
the. Versailles Treaty and establish- 
ment of commercial relations on equal 
footing between the two -nations. 


"6. Restitution to Germany of the 


part of Togo and Cameroun placed 
under French mandate. 


"7. 
Immediate admission of Ger- 


many 
presented 
by Poland 
and 


France, Into the League of Nations 
and simultaneous limitation 
of all 


armaments as soon as Russian condi- 
tions would allow it. 


"On the other hand, what could we 


demand of the German Republic? . 


"1. The solemn repudiation of the 


German imperial government as be- 
ing principally responsible 
for 
the 


world war and the stigmatization of 
the violation of Belgian neutrality. 


"2. That she should recognize as 


the basis of European 
justice, 
the 


principle of self-determination: that 
she should admit the legitlmlty of th* 
Polish ressurrectlon, of the restitu- 
tion after plebescit* of the Polish 
part of tipper Sileasia, and the Jus- 
tice of returning Slevig to Denmark 
and Alsace Lorraine to France. 


"3. That she should admit her duty 


to repair to the limit of her power, 
the ruins which 
imperial 
Germany 


caused, • it being understood that in 
case of the debts interallied being an- 
nulled or reduced, the debt Of Ger- 
man reparations should be reduced In 
proportion. 


"4. That the Rhine provinces, on 


the right and on the left bank, should 
be formed Into an autonomous state, 
militarily neutralized, but 
belonging 


to the German Republic, the evacu- 
ation of occupied territory should tatce 
place immediately after the meeting 
of the first Rhineland parliament. 


"6. That she should give up the 


Russo-German treaty and promises to 
guarantee Poland 
and 
Roumania 


against unprovoked 
aggression by 


Bolshevist Russia. 


"This seems to me to be a reason- 


able basis for a peace treaty between 
France, Poland, and Germany which 
in time would do away with the ani- 
mosity which centuries of war have 
accumulated between our two nations. 
Why should not the men of good faith 
which eoctot in our two countries try 
this revision of the Versailles Treaty 
at a time when on both sides of the 
Rhine the remembrance of the hor- 
rors of war is still present in every- 
body's mind? 


"I feel sure that even Clemenceau. 


confronted with the danger* which 
•threatens Poland and the still greater 
danger to entire civilization caused 
by the Bolshevists would accept, if he 
were In power, a modification of his 
Versailles work which 
would 
put 


France so high in the esteem of Eng- 
land, the United States and the rest 
of humanity. 


"But the moral effects would b* 


still greater if It were Polneare-Is. 
Guerre, as his adversaries call him, 
who had the courage and the fore- 
sight to declare peace on the German 
Republic."

Nationalistic Movement 


THE NATIONALISTIC MOVEMENT 


Prcs. Samuel Plantz 


The feeling of nationalism has been 


greatly intensified by the world war 
and the principle put prominently for- 
ward at the close of it that racial re- 
lationships should have much to do 
In determining- national 
boundaries. 


England more than any other country 
has felt the result of this 
doctrine 


as might be expected, considering the 
many different peoples under the Un- 
ion Jack. The Irish have won their 
long and bitter fight for nationality 
and 
selt-government. 
Egypt 
has 


gained great concessions, and now the 
struggle is on In India under the lead- 
ership of Mahatma Gandhi, the dom- 
inant personality of Indian national- 
ism. 


Dante was called by Carlyle "the 


voice of the Middle Ages in Europe." 
Gandhi is certainly the voice of mod- 
ern India, expressing more.than any 
one else its aspirations and 16 nation- 
al spirit. 
He Is insignificant in physi- 


cal appearance, weighing but ninety 
pounds, but he can electrify an audi- 
ence and is said to be almost irresis- 
table in personal contact. He possesses 
the Imagination of the mystic but the 
magnetism of the reformer. He has 
the moral vigor of the Hebrew prophet. 
In all his addresses runs the ethical 
note. 
He lays down as a fundament- 


al principle the statement "what is 
morally wrong cannot be politically 
right." His appeal for national free- 
dom is based on the misgovernmcnt 
India haa suffered under the British 
and the one great fact which he em- 
phasises to illustrate this is tha Pun- 
jab massacre. His philosophy has been 
drawn from three sources, the moral 
precepts of the Vedas, the teachings 
of Jetus, and the doctrines of Leo 
Tolstoi. 
The great Russian has es- 


pecially influenced him and given him 
his doctrine of non-resistence. 
His 


policy is to oppose the British govern- 
ment, to assail it with the strongest 


ec^-e and to appeal to the 
rac- 


cial nd national spirit of the Hindu, 
but not to resist when the government 
lays its hand upon him. He and his 
son are both In jail and twenty-five 
thousand Indians, men and 
women, 


are in jail without any attempt to ds- 
fend themselves in the courts. 
They 


believe they can speak louder by their 


sufferings than their words. There is 
no doubt that the power of Gandhi 
who, 
it has been said, "has exercised 


more 
influence over the millions of 


men and women in India than 
any 


other personality in the last ten cen- 
turies" lies mostly in his spirit of self- 
sacrifice and the nobility of his char- 
acter. 


Gandhi is strongly opposed to the 


present social order. He believes that 
what we call modern civilization is 
littla less than the slavery of the many 
for the advantage of the few. With 
the idealistic viewpoint .common to 
the thinkers of India, he strongly de- 
nounces the materialistic tendencies 
of the day, and fsels that the worth 
of life consists in its spiritual rather 
than its physical values. He denoun- 
ces the present economic system, holds 
that the agencies of transportation 
and the instruments of production 
should not be ussd for private gain 
and that the greatest happiness of the 
greatest number should be the con 
trolling law in industry and in econom 
ic life. 
He says our present systerr 


is one of exploration, and the salva 
tion of India is in a return- to the pure 
culture represented by the early teach 
ings of the Hindus. 


What will be the result of this great 


uprising in India it is difficult to pre- 
dict. The missionaries are larsely ir 
favor of British rule, holding that In 
dia ,is not yet capable of self-govern 
ment. On the other hand, by denounc- 
ing- the whole caste system which has 
oppressed India for many 
centuries, 


Gandhi has enlisted the support of 
many millions of the common people 
The movement is gathering great mo_ 
mentum 
and 
is worrying 
Eiitfsh 


statesmen more 
than is 
generally 


known. All efforts to suppress it by 
official action seem only to have add 
ed fuel to the flame._ As long as the 
method is non-cooperation and non 
resistance, it is not so serious: but 
the question is how long before the 
dissatisfication and unrest that is be 
ing developed will mature into a na 
tlonallstlc revolution that will shake 
India to the center? There are many 
reasons to belifeve that the cry "India 
for the Indians" will increase until the 
land of the Vedas will be a dominion 
of Great Britian with self-government, 
or it will free itself from Great Brit- 
ain altogether.
